3aein during the last ear. The II coal nines operating in and arouid 
Koxaetakiy eaiployed ^ percent of the industrial reriwrr of the cltj^ vhereac ' 
the nines in Stallnsk only employed 12 percent and Keaerciro, 20 pereoat of 
their respectlTs vorking popnlaticna. The principal oi»v alas in X^ninek- 
Saxneteltly ie tie Mine laeBi S. M. one of the largest in tbe KurtesB. 

The eo^paaeion aeohamikation of existing alaeB vlll sake possible by 
1950 a laerease In the aaonnt of Kbl'ohuginek coal ained. DrlTing 

for fnlf lllMsat of the Fire-Tear Flan ahead of sohednie, the Leninak coal 
aiaors attained the 19^ arerege dally coal extraction totals in 1948. 

One large nine and flTe snallar alneo ai*e to be conetraoted In I^nlask 
in 1949. Coal output is to increase by 52 percent in ccnqparlBon with the pre- 
var figures. 

Substantial capital inrostnents in Lenlnek nines also guarantee further 
Inoreaaes in coal production. These nines vlll produce twice as such coal in 
1950 au they did la 1946. 

Duriag last var nany nev Indnstries vere dere loped locally. The 
"Kkasayy Oktyabr*” Plant beoaae a great base for nine eaulpnent and spare 
parts, as veil as for aaeenbly of eltctrie engines, and aanufaoture of tbtIous 
naohlnea used in Koxbass cities. The planned Tolune of prodnotion of the 
TCtneayy Oktyabr*" Plant will double by the end of the Flre-Teap Plan. 

In addition to the coal and ^talvorking Industries, food and light in- 
duatrles, particularly textile, are planned for Leninsk. The conetmotlon- 
■aterials industry (bricke, etc.) is to be dereloped.

Medical facilities are lbelngo*pa*^ed, Eos - 
pltals and dlapesaarles In the nines give nodical aid to the popuUtirai 
kiaAergarteas, pioneer canva, and recreational centers have been built in the 

In addition to schools for general instruotl^^ thfc^re are ei^oialis^ 
educational ii^tltutl one. The Mining Technical Setooi trains epecialistia for 
ocal malng. The Synthetic Fuel Oil Teohnloal School trains qu&Uf led person- 
nel for a new Industry. Lsnlnsk Is one of the first centerc; of this now sya* 
ihetle fuel-oil Industry in the Kuzbads, Meuiy rzo schools, young workers' 
■ohocls, and various assoolatlons are training great nunbers of workers to fill 
the ranks of the arsy of coal ulztes. 
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
